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My Lord, 


Ince you were pleaſed, whenLlaſt fawyou; to re- 
quire me to acquaint you with what I thought 
might be of uſe to you for the doing the 
oreateſt good .in that Dioceſs, in which [ 

have lived many years, and to which you are as 

yet a ſtranger ; I think my felt bound to uſe that 
freedom, which you, nor only permit, but com- 
mand me to do. 

It is very viſible, that there is among us a great 
decay of Piety, and that generally ſpeaking, we 
are fo far. from the Power of Godlineſs, that 
we have [carce the Form of it left among us. It 
will require the utmoſt Care and the united Coun- 
ſels of the Biſhops to- ſer things right. And ſince 
the late Biſhops have been deprived, and their Sees. 
vacant, things have grown much worſe. And your 
Lordſhip will find now more work to do, by rea-- 
fon of the vacancy, fince your Predeceſlors depri- 
vation and abſence. 

[ have lived in your Dioceſs almoſt Thirty years, 
and know it well, having been placed ſuccefiive- 
ly in ſeveral Parts of ir, remote from each. 
other. I will put your Lordſhip in mind of 
fome things amils, and, becauſe youdehre it, I wilt 
freely tell you what I think will be the moſt power- 
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ful Remedies, and the moſt likely to ſet things 
right. 
I cannot without great grief of Heart tell you, 
that the Publick Prayers of the Church are very 
much neglected at your Cathedral Church. There 
are very few that come to them, even of thoſe who 
are at leiſure, and that are under no Prejudices. a- 
oainſt them. The Communion, which is mint 
{tred once a Week in your Cathedral Church is un- 
frequented ; "The Alms collected ar it do very lit- 
tle more than defray the charge of the Bread and 
Wine. Several of the Dignitaries of the- Church 
neglect their Reſidence enjoyned by the Statutes, 
and many of the Inferior Miniſters, are notoriouſly 
guilty : They are faulty in their Morals, give nor 
due attendance on their Otfees, and ſome have 
Cures more than one_ a- piece, Which are incon- 
ſiſtent with that Duty they owe to the Cathedra) 
Church. There are others ſtill belonging to the 
Church, that are often ſeen in Ale-houles, and 
obſerved to be in great diforder through their Intem- 
perance. 

The Presbyrters that you are to conſult with, are 
generally abſent trom the Church ; and your Arch: 
Deacons, which are your Eyes, are inthe Ends of the 
Earth. They do not, (I {peak of ſome of them) 
{o much as live within the Diocels, and are lo far 
from viliting Parochially, that they do it not at all in 
Perſon. They have indeed their Deputies, who do 
bur little more than dine, call over Names, and 
take their Money. For 
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For the Clergy of the'Country,' it muſt be 6wn- 
ed to the honour of God, that there are a corfide- 
rable number, that are painful' and exemplary, and 
who with great care watch over their Flocks : bur 
there are too many that are {upinely negligent. Some 
there are who have two Cures, and reſide on ner 
ther. - Others I know leave their own Cures, and 
either become Curates to others, or are hunting'af- 
ter other Preferment in the Ciry. And that which 
leaves them inexculable is this, that they do it who 
are well provided for, and -under no temptation of 
Povertv. There are {ome that are ſcandalous in 
their Lives, and thereby help to debauch others, and 
prop up the Devil's Kingdom. The Catechizing 
of Children and Servants, which our Church hath 
provided for, is very much diſuſed, even by thoſe 
who vaunt 'much of their Zeal for the Church. 
Where it is uſed, it is many times done fo lightly, 
thar it gains not its End. There is not that care 
taken that there ought to be, in inſtructing the Yourh, 
and preparing them-for the Sacrament. "This ought to 
be done with very great Care and Induſtry, and par: 
ticular application. "The preparing Children for 
Confirmation is allo neglected. The bare (ſaying 
the Catechiſm by heart, is as much as 1s generally 
done, and ſometimes more. | WE 

There are a number of the Clergy very poor, 
and alſo very weak, and of ſmall Underſtanding, 
and conſequently under violeat Temprations to bad 
Complyances, and eafily impoſed upon, This 1 

. reckon 
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reckon not as altogether rheir faulr, bur as their un- 
happineſs. However, 'tis to be conſidered in this 
Matter, and muſt be attended to in the Remedies 
L ſhall mention by and by. 

For Prophaneneſs, Contempt of God and Reli- 
gion, and an intire neglect of the Worſhip of God 
(under the Covert of the At of Indulgence) Swear- 
ing, Drunkenneſs and Uncleannefs, and a negle&t 
ot Family Religion, they prevail every where as 
well as here. 

There are allo ſome, very few, Non-Swearers, but as 
there are bur very few, 1o they generally are peace- 
able, and make no Schilm, and ſeem to be willing 
to receive fatisfaction. 

But there is a number of other Men who are 
much worle, - F mean thoſe who have taken the Oaths 
and malign the Government, who have ſworn to 
K. Wilkam, and plead for K. James; who to fave 
their Preferments, have taken the Oath, but avoid 
the keeping the Faſts lately appointed, and uſing the 
Prayers (er forth in behalf of the preſent King. 
 Andthus I have given your Lordſhip fome A 
count of the prefent {tate of your Diocels. I ſhall now 
humbly offer, becaule you command me, what I 
have to luggelt by way. of Remedy. 

Firſt, I muſt ſay as the Man of Macedonia, in the 
Vifion, did to- St. Paul, Come over and help us. Your 
Refidence amongſt us will be neceſlary.: So great a 
Cure, as we hope for from you, will not be wrought 
ata diſtance. By rehiding you will better diſcern the 
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Evils under which we labour, and the moſt proper 
Remedies. Beſides, your own Relidence and dili- 
gent diſcharge of your Duty, will be a powerful 
means to engage other Men to do theirs. But if 
you ſhould ſpend your time in the City, or abour 
the Court, your Clergy will be remiſs, and your 
Arguments for Reſidence will avail bur lirtle, if they 

are not backed with that Example. | 
Secondly, Your next care will bein forming and 
well governing your Family. Next to the care of 
our lelf, \chat of your Family concerns you. - The 
Apoſtle tells us ſo much. 1 Tim. 3. 4, 5- As your 
own Example will have x great Influence upon 
others, ſo will your Family be a Pattern to the Fa- 
milies under your Care and Influence. The want 
of this Care hath been of very ill Conſequence. And 
yet, we know/ that ſome very good Biſhops have 
failed herein. "They have taken Servants upon re- 
commendation, and been often deceived and impo- 
ſed upon, and their Families have been -debauched 
by a few bad Servants that have been impoſed upon 
them. It concerns your Lordſhip much, that all 
that are about you be free from fault and from ſuf 
pition, as much as may be. Set] 
For the preventing che miſchiefs which may fol- 
tow trom want of fnffcient care in this Matter, I 
humbly commend to yqur Conſideration the follow: 
ing Particulars. I. That you entertain your Servants 
at firſt upon Tryal and upon Terms. You may have 
enough that will ferve you upon Tryal ; arid thoſe 
| that 
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that. are beſt and leaſt conſcious will not refule ir. 
You will do;well co take them upon Terms allo. To 
© this purpole, if you pleaſe, you may draw up ſome 
Rules, and put them into a Table, ro be hung up 
in your Houle, which ſhall contain che Conditions 
upon which your Servants ſtay in your Family de- 
pends; ſuppoſe fuch as thele tor ſome of them, viz. 
Thar who iwears an Oath, or ſhall be Drunk, or 
refnſe to attend upon the Prayers, and ro ſubmit 
to Inſtruction, in order to the receiving the Sacra- 
meat, &c. {hall be forthwith diſcharged. II. It 
muſt be your great care to have a Cenſor morum, ſome 
man of {tri&t Pierty, that ſhall be your Servant, and 
converſe with the reſt of your Servants. Upon him 
you may depend for an account of the Manners of 
the reſt. And {uch Men are to; be'had, it due care 
be uſed.. - UI, "F'will-much concern; you; that you 
chooſe a fit Chaplain. I lay a fit, one. Every Learn- 
ed Man is not fit. It it be poſlible, procure one that 
is Prudent and Diſcreet, and a true lover of Souls; 
ſuch an one as you may depend upon for examinari- 
on of the young Men that come tor Orders, and for 
inſtructing your Servants in order to receive the Com- 
munion ; one that Lives and Preaches well : Keep 
none that hath a Cure of Souls. "T'will encourage 
Non-Refidence in others. Choole one that is of a 
good Temper and of great Candor, and require him 
to ule all your Clergy with all reſpe&t imaginable. 
I'V. "Twill be of great ule to you, thar your Servants 
ſhould not only fear but Ive you. And that they 
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will, if they be well uſed. Do them Kindneties, and 
encourage the Diligenr and Pious. Allow them good 
Salaries, and give them ground to hope, that you 
will advance # higher, as they ſhall deſerve well. 
Give them good Books, and let not the meanelt of 
them want inſtruction and encouragement to do well. 
Ler them be taught to pray by themſelves as well as 
with others, and often called upon and excited to lead 
Lives becoming their Chriſtian Proferſion. Let there 
be Booxs in your Hall for the uſe of choſe Servants 
which have the grearelt leilure ; be eaſie to them, and 
ready to hear the Caule of the meaneſt of them, and 
ſuffer not any one Servantto Lord it over the reſt. In 
a word, let your Family be a School of Vertue, anda 
Nurlery of Piety, and 'twill nor fail of influencing 
thole of others, nor will you want Servants. There 
are a number of well diſpoſed Parents, that will think 
it a Bleſſing, it they can ger their Children under your 
Roof. And tho' this matrtter will put you ro ſome 
Care, and require a fixt and ſteady Reſolution, yer 
will the Beneht which redounds from jt, more than 
make amends for all your Pains and Care abour it. On 
the other hand, a lewd Family - of a Biſhop, where 
drinking exceſſively, Oaths and hithy Diſcourle ob- 
rain, will be of pernicious Coniequence to the whole 
Diocels. I have known the milchiet of fuch a Fami- 
ly, {ince I remember, and could tell you a large Sto- 
ry of this matcer. But I mult forbear, leſt I thould 
ſcem to reflect upon tne Memory of the Dead. I 
would have yours ſo well ordered, that.no Man may 
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o0 from it worſe, but much better than he came 1m. 
i doubt not but your Lord{hip: will eitabliſh: ſuch 
Rules, and look ſo-narrowly to the. inviolable obſer- 
vance of them, . thar you- will rake away. all the dan- 
ger of being corrupted under your Roof. 

Thirdly, Your Lordſhips next great care will be 
of the C] ole or Precinct in which thed Cathedral Church 
ſtands. You will find a great number of Families there, 
E-wiſh I could not ſay a great many things amils alſo. 
I have ſometimes knows) ic the rudeſt part of the C 
ry. There is little care of Families, no inſtr bn 
of Youth, and a general negle& of itthe- Pr rayers of 
the Etmoch ; much more Ale-houſes in proportion 
than elſewhere, either in the Ciry or Dioceis, and 
much more excels alſo. Theſe things cannot be {er 
righe all at once, but yet they may in ome time, and 
with due care and application. You-will have many ad- 
vantages that way. Some- of the Inhabitants you Il find 
well difpoled,and many others depend much upon you, 
and 'tis their intereſt ro comply with you ; others are 
very poof; and'you may oblige them by your Hoſpi- 
falicy and Charity. Fhere never wants a Juſtice of 
Peace or two; - who' will nor refule to be afliſtanr to 
you. You may eaſily put down ſome of the Ale-noules, 
and oblige thoſe who will viſit -others. - Let this be 
done conſtantly, and let them that are fauley ſuffer ac- 
cording to Law ; ; and you will ſoon find another Face 
of ng. Bur then for the Catechizing of the Youth 
x will require farcher thought. I donbr nor bur your 
Lordſhip may effect thar, if you will be. (and twill be 
Treat

oreat Charity). at ſome expence to eticoutage 4 Cate- 
chit, andito allure the Learners. And for the lewd 
Cuſtom, thar:obtained of late/days, ot prophaning 
the Lord's-Day by-.the Youth, who are wont to play 
openly within the Clole on that Day, and by others 
that ſpend it in Viſits and. trifting Converſation, you 
will in great mealure breaKir, if -you publickly com- 
plain of ic farſt, and then puniſh the Faulty” as tar at 
leaſt, as the Law allows, and refuſe to give or re- 
ceive Viluis upon 1t. | 
Fourthly, For the faults of thoſe who belong to the 
Cathedral you may more eaſily redreſs them. You are 
not only, their Biſhop, bur their Viſitor alſo. You may 
oblige the Prebendaries to reſide, and have full power 
to chaſtife the leſler Canons and Lay-Clerks,: it; they 
fail in their Duty. And therefore if- what is annls a- 
monge theſe Men benot amehded,: the fault will: lye 
at your Door. You will find your Prayers and Sacra- 
ments more frequented, when your Church Dignita- 
r1CS and Officers do their [uty, and: become exem- 
plary in cheir Lives. You will tad your ſelf. obliged 
to make. {ome of theſe Men ſevere Examples, if they 
perſiſt in their neglect. ' What heart will other Men 
have to come to your Prayers, which are neglected by 
thele very Men, who ought to be che greatett -Exam- 
ples or Devotion? "The Sacrament will -be more fre- 
quented, when all theſe are reformed. Call home 
your Non-Reſident Prebendaries ; and-if you cannot 
diſplace your Arch-deaconsthar are out of your Diocels, 
yet for the tuture you will not 1 hope admit any ſuch. 
B 2 Fitthly, 
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Fifthly, For the diſorders in you Dioceſs, it is not 
to be ſuppoſed they will preſently be redrefſed. Fre- 
uent Viſitations, and Conferences ; often Preaching, 
and conſtanr Watchfulneſs; Correſpondence with 
the beſt of your Clergy in all Parts of your Diocels, 
and the aſſiſtance of the worthy Gentry who are in 
Commiſſion for the Peace ; together with the exerciſe 
of your Epiſcopal Authority, will go a grear way to- 
ward the removing thele diforders. Many of them 
are {o great, that gentle means will not remove them. 
Sixthly, As for the Poverty and Weakneſs of many of 
your Clergy, they are nor eatily to be remedied, bur in 
art they may. For thele Evils do not always procee 
Bin the ſame Cauſe. The Poverty of ſome is ow- 
ing to their Yices, and their Weakneſs to their {dlenefs. 
Theſe are to be conſidered as immoral Men, and 
to be dealt with accordingly. I have known ſeveral 
Perſons in your Diocels, that have had but one {mall 
Living apiece, that have lived comfortably, brought 
up numerous Families, of which there are ſtill ſome 
Branches left, who are in very comfortable Circum- 
ſtances. But then thele Men have uſed grear dil:- 
ence, they have laboured hard in Preaching, In- 
{tructing, viſiting the Sick, compoſing Differences, 
and have bcen burning Lights to others. I have 
known ſome others rhat have had bur tolerable 
Parts, and made bur {mall ſtay in the Univertities, 
who have afterwards by great diligence in Studies (in 
which they have fought direction from their Learned 
Brethren) arrived roa confiderable knowledge, and by 
their 
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cheir Pious Examples and Pains, have beea very uſe- 
ful in their Places. 

Bur afrer all it muſt be granted that there are ma- 
ny poor and weak, and 'tis none of their fault. They 
have great Families and {mall Incomes. Some of them 
have mer wich great Sicknels, and ( conlidering their 
mean Eſtate ) great Lofles alſo. 1 could ine in 
your Diocels a conſiderable Number of {uch Men. 
They are Men of great Probity, and no contempti- 
ble Natural parts ; but they labour for Bread for 
their Wives and Children, and have nothing for Books. 
And fome of theſe are placed i in Market: Towns, 
which moſt of all need Miniſters of greater Subſtance. 
But I reſerve the naming them till I fee you. 

For the Cure of this great Evil | humbly propound 
the toilowing Particulars by way of Remedy, not on- 
ly for your own Diocels (for this is no ſingular Caſe) 
but for others allo. And, I. Perhaps it would be no 
hard marter to procure ſomething of a Library in the 
Market-Towns, eſpecially tor the uſe of the poor Vi- 
car and Neighbouri 1ng Clergy. Il. A Book of He- 
milies, repleniſhed with weighty Diſcourſes upon all 
Practical Subjects in Divinity, might be deviſed by 
the Governors of the Church, which may be pro- 
vided at the Pariſh C Charge, and be of great ule to 
theie weak Men, The often reading of thele Dil- 
courles would his of great Advantage to the People 
and weak Miniſters allo. Ill. There may, perhaps, 
be deviſed a more compendious way for the Recovery 
of ſmall Tithes. This would be a great cale_ to ma- 
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ny poor Vicars in your Dioceſs, who, as things are, 
find the Remedy as greac an Pe as the D:ſeaſe. 
IV. Your Lordſhip will do well to uſe your Intereſt 
with'the Gentlemen in the Country, that thele poor 
Vicars may not be over-rated in the "Tax payable to 
the King. [ do 1 not find but the generality of your 
Dioceſs pay their Tax cheartully ; and, | think, we 
have great cinls ſoto do. But I mult needs | [ay, the 
poor Vicar hath the oreatelt reaſon to complain. For 
he is not equally dealt with. We will ſuppoſe a Vt 
car have a V1 icarage of 40 |. per amum, and a Gen- 
tleman hath in the ſame Pariſh « Parc of the ſame 
value. This was the caſe of a poor Vicar in m 

Neighbourhood, ar the making the laſt Aﬀelsmentr, 
where the poor Vicar and Gentleman both appeared. 
It was at that Meeting agreed by the Pariſhioners, 
thar the Vicar and the "Gentleman ſhould be Aﬀſeſſed 
alike, becaule their Eſtates were equal. The Vicar 
on his part complained to the Pariſhioners firſt, and 
then to the Commiſſioners. The ſubſtance of what 
he' ſaid ro both was this. Thar tho his Vicarave, if he 
could recover his full Dues, were worth 40 1. per annum, 

Jer he ought not to be WY it fo much as the Gentleman's 
Farm of the ſame — For (lays he) my Vicaraze 
hath a Charge upon it. T am obliged to refide and ſupply the 
Cure, mid. if Sickneſs hinder me, to þire another to do it. 

Beſt wes, I loſe a third part of tt every Tear, not being able 

to recover my juſt Dues, as this Gentlem, ot can bis Rent. 

T have been at Expence im my Education, to fit my ſelf for 

my Mmliſtry : And whatever my Tithes are, they are but 
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for my Life : I cannot Mortzage my Vicarage, nor leave 
it to my Children. T have no Timber to cut to raiſe M1 3, 
which this Gentleman "tan do pon his Farm, Beſides, 1 
am liable to other Charoes, which he is free from, viz. to a 
confiderable Tenth Jear l to the Kine, to Procurations, and 
Synodals, What his ſucceſs was I do no: meddie 
with, I leave your Lordthip tro conſider his Cale: 
V: Your I ord{hip hath another way of helping fuch 
Men. You have fome few Livings in your Gitt, and 
ſome Dignities allo. You canno t beſtow chenn _bet- 
ter than upon your own Clergy, elpecially the 
Poor and Diligent. Theſe will be great Helps tO 
thele poor Men, and great Enco! araoeraents to Dili- 
gence to thoſe of your Diocels, that would otherwiſe 
he more remiſs and lack, If you £ oive your Preter- 
ments to Strangers, you will diſcourage your Clergy. 
"Tis fit that your Dignitaries ſhould be near YOu tO 
Conſult with upon all Occaſions. Thole whom you 
Prefer will be obliged to ſerve you in all your Wor- 
thy Deſigns of doing g o09d; TT "ey will atfo be obli- 
ced to Preach before you, ind that will excite $a: 
ro Diligence, and give you an opportunity of put- 
ting them'in mitid* where you 00g them detective, 
and ng cheia to do better. They will FP: 
learn much by the Cony erl; 2tio pe” thole learned Men 
who are already Dignitaries in your Churcn, with 
whom they wall be oblige ry to converile. But if you 
beſtow vour Pr eferments on Foreigners and Ars 
that live remote, it you do it upon Importunity of 
rear 
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great Mens Letters, you will ſoon find the evil effects 
of ir. I could tell you of a Cathedral Church where 
every Predendary hath within my Memory lived out 


of the Diocels, very much to the diſhonour and loſs 


of the Church, as well as the diſconragement of the 
Clergy of the Dioceſls. Upon which occaſion 1 
could entertain you with a remarkable ſtory, fit to 
awaken your Lordſhip to Care in this matrer, but 
I omit ir, becauſe. I know your Lord{hip needs it 
not. VI. Your Lordſhip may likewiſe help thele 
poor Men by your own Charity, and eſpecially our 
of your Fines from thoſe Leales of Parſonages which 


your Lordſhip renews, | need not tell you how 


oreat Charity it is to encourage the paintul Preachers 
of the Golpel, I would ro God Men of Eſtares 
would think of ir. There is great need of help this 
way. There are a great number of places in your 
Diocels, and ſome of them in your Lordſhip's Patro- 
nage allo, which want an additional Maintenance. 
There might be much done this way for the general 
good ; and the Donor may beſtow it on ſuch terms 
as may ſecure his good Ends. | believe I could ex 
fily deviſe this. But I muſt not take upon me too 
much, conſidering I write to one who hath weil con- 
{idered thele things. 

Laſtly, Another great Care that lies upon you, 
will be to run down, as much as may be, chat im- 
pudence in {inning which hath gained ground for ma- 
ny Years laſt paſt. Some wiſe Men have feared thar 
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this hath been encouraged of late Years to make way 
for the introducing of Popery. We ſtocd in great 
preparation for that Religion, and no places did more 
readily imbrace it than thoſe Cities and Towns thar 
were Notorious for their Debauchery before. In 
ſome of theſe Maſs-Houſes were ſer up, and the Peo- 
ple began ro incline to that Religion, and many were 
actually reconciled tro the Church of Rome. A num- 
ber of thole who had before made Shipwreck of 
their Vertne and Honour turn'd this way ; Among 
which there were very few of the weaker Sex, of any 
Quality or Condition, but ſuch as had loſt their Yer- 
tre, or at leaſt their Fame before. | 

Bur who can pur a ſtop to the Oaths and Curſes 
that are heard in every Street 2 Who can put impu- 
dent Profanenels out of -Countenance 2 Whar ways 
can be uſed toſuppreſs the Drunkennelſs and Unclean- 
neſs, and Protanation of the Lord'sDay, which have 
been ſo common among us, and ſo long uncon- 
trolled ? | | 

Whatever Difticulties this marter may be attended 
with, 'tis certain ic mult be done, or elle the Venge- 
ance of Heaven will overtake us. Nothing fo ſure- 
iy bodes our future Mileries, even in this lite, as this 
deluge of Wickednels. Thele'Sins cry aloud to Hea- 
ven againit us. The, very | Heathens will condemn 
us, who would nor ſuffer their Gods to be affronred, 
their Religion to be deſpiſed, and their Holy (Rites ro 
be profaned. _— 
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Nor will the Difficulty be fo great under ſo Excel- 
lenta King and Queen. They have given us Proofs 
already of Their readineſs ro ſuppreſs ' Profanenels. 
And I am well informed that they will not be want:- 
ing on Their part to do any thing this way {til}, 
which ſhall be reaſonably propoſed ro them. We 
have the Government on our {1de;.-and the Laws too: 
And if this Matter be gpplied to with due care, God 
will bleſs our Endeavours. Something conſiderable 
hath been done this way, and our Afairs ſucceeded 
well abroad, even upon the Eflay that was made to- 


wards the Reforming our Sclves at home. 


If Their Majeſties ſhould think fir fill to iſſue 
out their Letters to their Juſtices, and ro require 
the united care of all the Biſhops, to promote 
this . good Deſign ;, . the difficulty will {till be leſs 
than . ever. There are a Number of worthy 
Gentlemen in Commiſſion, and more may be found, 
who would be very ready to fet upon ſo good 
a work. And your Lordihip and your Clergy in 
the fteveral Parts of your, Diocets, would have 2 
mighty influence upon them: Do but heartily fer 
about ir, and you will ſoon find Vice begin to 
ilk and fly into Corners : 'Twill ſneak in a lit- 
te time and be aſhamed tofſhew its head : If ir be 
aot abandoned, yet twill no longer .be bold and 
daring : Continue it, may, buc twill not be ram- 
pant; And though you cannor deltroy ir quite, 
yo. may take care that ic add not ta the Nati: 
onal Guilt, F3:1r

But I preſume now the Biſhops are met toge- 
ther, they will conſult.of this matter, and find out 
better methods than Iam able to ſuggeſt. 

I am ſtrongly tempted to add ſomething concern- 
ing ſome common Cauſes of moſt of the Evils 
which preſs us. And to fuggelt ſome of my 
thoughts concernins. the beit Remedies to remove 
them, but then 1 ſhould go beyond my Line. 
Your Lord{hips command hath fer me my meaſures, 
and I ſhall proceed no tarther without your Lord- 
ſhips Order.
